It is with great regret that the Board of Directors of the 
Magic Lantern Society of the US and Canada announces the 
postponement of the 2020 Convention, previously scheduled 
for June 2020. It has become clear that the coronavirus 
pandemic makes it impossible for us to hold the convention 
as planned. 


We’ ve already had cancellations from about one-quarter 

of our presenters. International travel restrictions make 

it highly unlikely that any of our non-US members and 
presenters will be able to attend. Several of our US 
presenters have had to cancel due to health concerns. 
Governmental actions in several states and at the federal 
level that restrict travel and gatherings make it clear that 
there 1s no way to know far enough in advance that a 
convention could possibly be held. Refunds will be issued to 
members who have already registered for the convention. 


We do not yet know when the convention will be 
rescheduled. It is possible that 1t could be as early as Fall 
2020, but more likely in June 2021. If at all possible, we will 
hold the convention in Cleveland OH as originally planned.

Hi Tyrone 


Almost any glass cleaner, or just plain 
water. Don’t try to separate them as 
you will probably destroy the image. 
Generally speaking, if you look at what 
is normally considered the front of the 
slide, the side you are looking at 1s the 
cover glass. If you look carefully at the 
back of the slide you will probably find 
that the colours or density of print is 
more intense, which is the image side. 
After looking at a few you will soon get 
used to the idea. A cover glass is easily 
replaced, but a crack in the image side is 
best left alone. 


There is an index for the first 30 years 
of the Gazette - 1979 to 2009 - but not 
after that. Another of my allotted tasks 
that I have not completed yet. As far as I 
know, there is not an index to the E-Pubs. 
It may seem a little strange, but as the 
Gazette is digitized and available online, 
you could try just using Google to find 
what you are looking for.

It would have an electric lamp. Several 
manufactures produced similar lanterns at that 
time. These can often be purchased on sites 
like eBay, usually for quite modest prices. 





The slides were most probably hand-tinted by 
colorists working 1n small factory/studios. You 
may be able to find out by careful inspection - 
see if the colour overlaps the outline etc.
